New cabinet says 


Security, stability, progress watchwords 

for next Kuwait assembly 


KUWAIT, Sept. 7 (R) — The res- 
toration of parliamentary life will 
be a priority for the new Kuwaiti 
cabinet, sworn in today, a govern- 
ment spokesman said. 

Kuwait's assembly was dissol- 
ved last month after the Crown 
Prince and Prime Minister, Shei- 
kh Jaber A1 Ahmed A1 Sabah, co- 
mplained it had obstructed his le- 
gislative programme. 

Speaking after the first meeting 
of Sheikh Jaber’s new governme- 
nt the spokesman said the future 
parliament would, however, have 
to match the ambitions of the peo- 
ple of Kuwait for further security, 
stability, progress and social justi- 
ce. 

* The Fmir of Kuwait, Sheikh Sa- 
bah A1 Salim A1 Sabah, suspended 
constitutional provisions limiting 
the government’s powers to rule 
without the assembly after dissol- 
ving the 64-man body on August 
29 and gave the government wider 
powers to control the press. 

Five publications have been sus- 
' pended so far under the govern- 
ment's new powers. The last, the 
monthly magazine A1 Ra’ed, publi- 
shed by the Kuwaiti Teachers’ As- 
sociation, was suspended for three 
months by order of the ministry 
of information yesterday. 


Kuwait’s remaining four Arabic- 
language newspapers today wish- 
ed the new government success in 
ruling without the national asse- 
mbly.

Hebron protest 
draws response 
from Peres 


HEBRON, West Bank, Sept 7 
(Rl). — Defence Minister Shi- 
mon Peres today ordered a full 
investigation into complaints 
by Arabs here of beatings by 
Jewish extremists from the 
nearby settlement of Kiryat 
Arba. 

Mr. Peres said the govern- 
ment would take stringent me- 
asures against anyone trying 
“to prevent Jews and Arabs in 
the occupied territories from li- 
ving in peace.” 

Hebron Mayor Fabd Kawas- 
ma complained to Mr. Peres 
that in addition to striking se- 
veral residents of the Arab 
town, the Jewish Gush Emunim 
(Faith Bloc) settlers attempted 
to build new houses and a sy- 
nagogue around Hebron. He 
thanked Israeli authorities for 
hearing the town’s grievances. 

Mr. Peres announced the re- 
lease of 10 Arab political pri- 
soners from Hebron to mark 
the month of Ramadan. 

In a later development hun- 
dreds of people scattered in pa- 
nic from the centre of Hebron 
when a Jewish settler fired 
shots into the air to disperse a 
crowd of Arab youths. 

The youths were throwing 
stones at a group of settlers 
“excavating an ancient synago- 
gue.” 

No one was hurt in the inci- 
dent. Jitteiy residents fled the 
streets and shopkeepers board- 
ed up their stalls. Police later 
arrested a man suspected of fi- 
ring the shots.

International 
Literacy Day 
observed here 

AMMAN. — Jordan celebrated, 
along with other countries, the In- 
ternational Literacy Day Tuesday. 

The efforts of Jordan in this fi- 
eld go back to 1953 when nigfrt- 
schools were opened all over the 
kingdom to cut down the illiteracy 
average through the use of latest 
techniques of language educati- 
on. 

The programme was mainly dir- 
ected at the elderly who missed 
their chances of education at an 
earlier stage of their lives. 

A study which was carried four 
years ago revealed that illiteracy 
in Jordan amounted to 40% which 
is far less than some other cou- 
ntries in the area. 

A comparison beiween the situ- 
ation now and ten years ago sho- 
wed that night-school enrollment 
increased from 502 to 4395 stu- 
dents.

ABIDJAN, Sept. 7 (AFP). — The 
African members of the Cocoa Pr- 
oducers Alliance (Cazneroun, Ivo- 
ry Coast, Ghana, Nigeria and To- 
go) have decided to apply for one 
year only — and without ratifying 
it — the 1975 International Cocoa 
Agreement. 

This was stated by the Ivory 
Coast Minister for Agriculture, 
Abdoulaye Sawadogo, in an inte- 
rview with the bi-raonthly maga- 
zine “Voix d’Afrique” (Voice of 
Africa) published here. 

"In this way we will prevent it 
coming into effect,” he said. 

The agreement was due to take 
effect as from October 1. 

The minister said that the Afr- 
ican cocoa producers, who produ- 
ce 80 to 85 per cent of world pro- 
duction, wanted a fairer price bra- 
cket. The 1975 agreement provi- 
des for a minimum price of 39 ce- 
nts and a maximum price of 55 
cents a kilo. But the Ivory Coast 
Price Stabilisation Board pays lo- 
cal producers about 70 cents a kilo 
Which makes the prices set by the 
international agreement insuffici- 
ent for African producers. 

“The price conditions set by the 
1975 agreement are unacceptable 
for us and all my colleagues, inclu- 
ding Ghana,” said Mr. Sawadogo. 

Ghana is the only country to 
have ratified the agreement. But 
according to Mr. Sawadogo this 
ratification is now being seriou- 
sly questioned in Accra. 

Mr. Sawadogo said the prices 
set by the 1975 agreement were 
unacceptable for three reasons : 

— The fixed purchase price was 
set below prices which producers 
could accept. 

— They were also inferior to the 
average prices on the international 
market over the last three years. 

— They did not take production 
costs into consideration. 

The African producers had ther- 


efore decided, said Mr. Sawadogo, 
not “to go to war” against consu- 
mers, but, for both political and 
practical reasons, to continue di- 
alogue even though this was diffi- 
cult. 

Cocoa is not a commodity over 
which a long war can be waged 
since it is difficult to store it for 
long without it deteriorating. 

But Mr. Sawadogo warned that 
the African countries had decided 
on a minimum acceptable price 
whicb had to be achieved during 
the co min g cocoa year (from Oc- 
tober 1 to September 30). 

"If we do not achieve this mini- 
mum target, we, the producer co- 
untries, consider that it is no lo- 
nger worth being in the internat- 
ional agreement and we must then 
find other arrangements.” 

The minister said he was opt- 
imistic that the discussions would 
succeed "firstly because we belie- 
ve that the Americans (large con- 
sumers) are sincere when they say 
they want to be party to an agr- 
eement. From January we shall 
have a new American administra- 
tion. Then major consumers like 
Belgium and West Germany will 
be having elections in October and 
will be in a position to negotiate 
as of November.”

Syria to stock 
Lebanese apples 
until sold 

BEIRUT, Sept 7 (AFP). — 
Three million crates of Leba- 
nese apples may be stocked 
in Syrian cold stores until the 
situation in Lebanon is “nor- 
malised” or until foreign bu- 
yers can be found, an inform- 
ed source said here today. 

The apple problem was 
mentioned on Aug. 31 in the 
Damascus talks between Sy- 
rian President Hafez Assad 
and Lebanese President-elect 
Elias Sarkis. 

Press reports here said last 
week that leftwing leader 
Kamal Junblatt asked Libya 
to buy some apples to help 
Lebanese growers who were 
short of transportation and 
cold store capacity. 


LONDON, Sept. 7 (AFP). To- 
urist trips may be organised to the 
moon in the 1990’s and subsonic 
aircraft seating 1,200 will be the 
standard intercontinental carrier 
in 15 years time. Pan American 
World Airways Vice-President Wi- 
llis Player said last week. 

He made these predictions on 
the second day of the World Air- 
space Symposium organised here 
by the Financial Times, with top 
executives of international airlin- 
es discussing the prospects of the 
air transport industry over the ne- 
xt 10 to 20 years. 

Mr. Player said that in the 
1990’s fast transport for high pri- 
ority intercontinental journeys mi- 
ght be secured by means of hydro- 
gen-powered spacecraft that wou- 
ld link New York and London in 
less than an hour. 

Supersonic airliners of the pre- 
sent type, in his view, had no fu- 
ture in the longer term, even if 
they became more acceptable from 
the point of view of environment 
and profitability. 

Mr. Player said that if a first in- 
habited-station was established at 


the moon by 1985 as now planned, 
the first tourists might land there 
by 1990 and certainly by 1995. 

On international air traffic in the 
1990’s he also made these points: 

— Air traffic across the North 
Atlantic will be in the form of a 
virtual airlift managed and con- 
trolled by a consortium of coun- 
tries, of the Intelsat type, rather 
than by independent airlines. 

— All civilian airliners would 
be built through cooperation bet- 
ween several countries. 

— All airliners would be entir- 
ely automated. 

— Bookings would be made di- 
rectly via computer through term- 
inals that might be installed in ea- 
ch home. 

Other airline executives taking 
part in the conference were more 
modest in their assessment of the 
industry’s future. 

Most of them discussed the tec- 
hnical requirements of air trans- 
port in the coming decade, and 
more or less unanimously agreed 
that aircraft used up to 1985 wo- 
uld be much what they are today. 


Of significance, the largest share 
of energy savings projected would 
come from solar central power 
stations.and this would become an 
increasingly larger share in the 
years beyond 1985. 

We expect, use of wind-energy 
systems by utilities may become 
economically viable in the next 
several years; however, large-scale 
central power station use of solar 
thermal and of photovoltaics will 
not be cost-effective until the 
1980s 

While ERDA is aggressively tack- 
ling the technical problems which 
bar economic use, we in FEO are 

looking at the necessary institut- 
ional arrangements and initiating 
other actions to cut the long lead 
times anticipated achieving large- 
scale solar electric power genera- 
tion. 


Pakistan asks back 
famed British crown jewel 
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LONDON, Sept 7 (R). — Pakistan 
has asked Britain to return the fa- 
bulous Koh-I-Noor diamond whi- 
ch is the central stone in the que- 
en consort’s crown and has been 
in British possession since 1849. 

A government spokesman said 
today the request was made in a 
personal letter to Prime Minister 
James Callaghan by Pakistani Pre- 
mier Zulfikar Ali Bhutto. It was 
“being considered." 

The 109-carat gem, now stored 
in the Tower of London, is ack- 
nowledged as the finest diamond 
in the world and became part of 
the crown jewels of Queen Victo- 
ria after the British annexed the 
Punjab. 

The 1, 000-year old diamond was 
last worn by the Queen Mother 
at the coronation of King George 
VI in 1937 but a spokesman for 
Queen Elizabeth today would not 
comment on the monarch’s autho- 
rity to accede to Mr. Bhutto’s re- 
quest. 

The palace spokesman said Pri- 
me Minister Callaghan was likely 
to discuss the request with the 
queen. 

Infonned sources said the Pa- 
kistani premier wrote in his letter 
that theVretum of the stone wou- 
. Id be a demonstration of the spi- 


rit that moved Britain to shed its 
imperial encumbrances. 

The request for the coveted 
Koh-I-Noor — a name that means 
“mountain of light" — might be- 
come another chapter in the tur- 
bulent history of the stone which 
some experts say was first snat- 
ched from the raja of Malwa by 
the Sultan Alauddin Khilgi in 
1304. 

Originally a lumpy 191-carat, 
the Koh-I-Noor was recut into an 
oval-shaped 109-carat gem in Lon- 
don three years after it was brou- 
ght from the Punjab. 

In a later development, the In- 
dian Samachar news agency said 
today that India is the real owner 
of the glittering Koh-I-Noor dia- 
mond which Pakistan has claimed 
from Britain. 

Indian experts, who were not 
named by Samachar, said the Koh- 
I-Noor was originally found in an 
Indian mine and had belonged to 
several Indian rulers. 

The last of them was Prince Da- 
lip Singh, who was forced to sur- 
render the gem when the British 
East India Company annexed the 
Punjab in 1849. 

The modem Punjab is part of 
Pakistan.

INDEPENDENCE, Missouri (CSM)

Barry Gold- 
water now listed as Truman fans, 
such a visit, if not fashionable, 
was at least thinkable. 

Here in a handsome limestone 
building atop a knoll on the north 
side of this quiet town, the tourist 
gets to glimpse an original copy of 
the Chicago Daily Tribune which 
mistakenly proclaimed the Repub- 
lican candidate, Thomas E. Dewey, 
the winner in the cliff-hanger elec- 
tion of 1948. Mr. Truman, of cou- 
rse, was the victor — and he held 
the headline to public view in moc- 
king delight. 

“There have been many people 
stop here and read that banner 
headline and walk away realising 
just how important their one vote 
can be,” comments a uniformed 
guard. 

Since the museum was dedica- 
ted in July, 1957, more than 4 mill- 
ion people have visited it and the 
library that Mr. Truman hoped wo- 
uld become a centre for the study 
of all the presidents as well as of 
United States history.

North -Soutfcfc auction had 
one advantage— it revealed 
little about the distribution 
of the hands. As a result, de- 
clarer got away with a game 
contract which could have 
been defeated. 

North had a difficult re- 
sponse to make. Though his 
hand evaluated to 13 points 
in support of hearts, the fact 
that most of his values were 
represented by queens and 
jacks should have tempered 
his ardor. We would have 
preferred a temporizing two 
club response with the North 
hand, with the intention of 
raising partner's suit at 
North’s next turn. That 
action, however, might have 
steered West to the winning 
defense. 

A spade or diamond lead 
would have been the death 
knell to declarer's contract. 
However, we attach no 
blame to West’s reluctance 


to blindly open a suit for de- 
clarer and. Instead, select a 
neutral trump lead. Unfortu- 
nately for the defenders that 
gave declarer a chance he 
was quick to grasp. 

When dummy appeared, it 
seemed that declarer would 
have to lose two spade tricks 
and a trick in each minor 
suit. However, the club se- 
quence in dummy offered de- 
clarer a chance to get rid of 
one loser. All he needed was 
to find at least one club 
honor In the East hand. 

The trump lead was won 
in dummy and the jack of 
clubs was run to West's king. 
West shifted to a spade. East 
won the ace and returned the 
suit to his partner's king. 
Now West switched bis 
attack to the diamond Suit. 

Declarer made no mistake. 
He rose with the ace of dia- 
monds, crossed to the ace of 
clubs and drew the last 
trump by overtaking the ten 
of hearts in dummy. All that 
remained was for declarer 
to lead the ten of clubs from 
the table. If East covered, 
declarer would ruff and 
enter dummy with a trump 
to discard his last diamond 
on the good nine of clubs. If 
East did not cover, declarer 
would discard his remaining 
diamond there and then.

In the ballot, 3,999 deep-sea ma- 
riners voted for industrial action, 
with 3,972 voting for acceptance 
of a pay offer by the shipowners. 
Among coastal and ferry seamen, 
3,722 wanted industrial action wi- 
th 3,440 favouring the pay offer. 
A proportion of 37.5 per cent of 
the 38,000 seamen voted. 

Leaders of the Trades Union Co- 
ngress (TUC) are against the sea- 
men’s action because it would bre- 
ak the agreement to keep all wage 
rises in Britain to an average of 
4.5 per cent. 


The TUC, government and shi- 
powners have asked the seamen to 
accept a rise of not more than 
four sterling a week but the union 
wants six sterling a week, which 
would surpass the nationally agr- 
eed limit. 

In another development, Brita- 
in’s trade unions are launching an 
all-out nationwide campaign aga- 
inst what they see as an alarming 
rise of fascism and racialism in 
this country recently. 

Extreme rightwing feelings ap- 
pear to have gained ground, jud- 
ging from the results of by-elect- 
ions in Britain in the last few mo- 
nths, and three have been outbr- 
eaks of racial violence affecting 
the West Indian and Asian immi- 
grants here. 

The 1,000 delegates at the an- 
nual conference of the (TUC) at 
the southern resort of Brighton to- 
day voted unanimously for a reso- 
lution laying out plans for an anti- 
fascist campaign which will inclu- 
de rallies, speeches and the distri- 
bution of leaflets. 

The resolution noted “with ala- 
rm the growth of racialist and fa- 
scist activity in the United King- 
dom,” and ft called on the Labour 
Government to take “positive ac- 
tion within the law”' to ban racist 
demonstrations. 

The Labour Party, which has cl- 
ose links with the trade unions, 
launched an anti-racist poster and 
publicity campaign four days ago, 
when Energy Minister Tony Benn 
declared that Britain was facing its 
worst outbreak of racialism since 
the 1930s. 


Turkey not satisfied with 
new EEC trade terms

TEL AVIV, Sept. 7 (R). — For 
the second time in three days Is- 
rael’s gunboats turned back an 
American oil prospecting vessel 
trying to set lip drilling operations 
in the middle of the Suez Gulf, 
officials said today. 

The incident, which occurred 
yesterday, followed one on Satur- 
day when the American ship, wor- 
king for Egypt, was ordered to 
leave an area Israel said was in 
its half of the gulf separating Eg- 
ypt and Israeli-held Sinai. 


The officials said the Israeli am- 
bassador in Washington, Mr. Sim- 
cha Dinitz, had informed state de- 
partment officials about the inci- 
dent at a meeting on Sunday. 

Since the 1967 war when they 
captured Sinai, the Israelis have 
claimed jurisdiction over the east- 
ern half of the gulf. 


Ceausescu comes 


out strongly for 
Palestinian rights 


VIENNA, Sept. 7 (R). — Presi- 
dent Nicolae Ceausescu told Is- 
rael’s new ambassador to Ro- 
mania today that Israel should 
withdraw military forces from 
occupied Arab territories. 

The Romanian leader said 
the Palestine question should 
be solved according to the legi- 
timate rights and interests of 
the Palestinian people, includ- 
ing their right to set up their 
own state. 

Romania is the only commu- 
nist country to maintain diplo- 
matic ties with Israel. 


Mr. Ceausescu spoke at a ce- 
remony in Bucharest at which 
he accepted credentials from 
newly-appointed Israeli ambas- 
sador Shamay C ah an a, the Ro- 
manian Agerpres news agency 
reported. Speeches on such oc- 
casions usually avoid conten- 
tious issues. 


“Romania is deeply interest- 
ed in the fastest possible at- 
tainment of a lasting and just 
peace in the Middle East, sett- 
ing out from the need for Is- 
raeli troops to withdraw from 
Arab territories occupied sub- 
sequent to the 1967 (Middle 
East) war," the president said. 

Ail states in the Middle East 
should be assured of indepen- 
dence and security, he declared.
